REMARKS 

As noted above, the Applicants appreciate the Examiner's thorough examination of the 
subject application. 

In the specification, paragraph [0023] has been amended to address a minor editorial issue. 

Claims 1-36 remain in the applicatioa Claims 1-8, 1 1-16, 19-34, and 36 were rejected in the 
Office Action of29 September 2005. Claims9, 10, 17, 18, and 35 were objected to. Claims 2, 4, 6, 
7,9, 11. 19-22, 24, and 35 have been amended by the present amendment to the cldms. Claims 1,3, 
5, 8, 26-34, and 36 have been canceled without prejudice. 

Applicants respectfully request further examination and reconsideration in light of the 
foregoing amendments and for the following reasons. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

In the Office Action, the Examiner stated that claims 9-10. 17-18 and35 were objected to as 
being dependent on a rejected base claim but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of flie limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Accordingly, by the present amendment, claim 9 has been rewritten in independent form to 
include the Imiitations of the base claim, i.e., original claim 1, and the intervening claims, i.e., 
original claims 3, 5, and 8. Claims 1. 3, 5, and 8 have subsequently been cancelled. Claims 2. 4, 6, 
7, 1 1, 19-22, and 24 have been amended to depend ftom independent amended claim 9. 

The present amendment also amends claims 35 in independent form, including the limitations 
of the base claim, i.e., original claim 32, and intervening claims, i.e., original claims 33 and 34. 
Original claims 32-34 have subsequently been canceled.
